flosh, Tho ‘etnrer had seen cased where 
small ohildren were treated by this burning 
process for dinasos of the etomach and “bowels, 
The knowledge of anatomy among tho Chinese 
was absolutely uil; they had an idea that the 
heart and atonsch were connected, and that the 
pit of the latta waa the seat of thought.’
